Dulles, Ike Ask 
Ministers Confer 


Washington. April 25 (A*)—The 
Western Big Three foreign min­ 
isters will meet in Paris May 8 
"to discuss concrete plans for 
holding a four power conference 
with the Soviet government." 
The State Department in an­ 
nouncing 
this 
today said 
the 
United 
States, 
Britain 
a n d 
France "earnestly hope that a 
four power conference can meet 
as soon as possible.” 
THE 
BRIEF 
announcement 
did not say at what level it 
hoped the meeting with Russia 
could be held. President Eisen­ 
hower and Secretary of State 
Dulles have said in the past that 
a four power foreign ministers 
conference should precede any 
meetings of heads of state. 
Moscow has indicated a de­ 
sire for a meeting of Premier 
Bulganin with President Eisen­ 
hower and British Prime Minis­ 
ter Anthony Eden.

Former President Hoover, esti­ 
mated that “great waste, dupli­ 
cation and overlapping’’ in gov­ 
ernment buying and handling of 
food and clothing costs tax payers 
340 million dollars a year. 
IT SAID this amount could lie 
saved through unified, efficient 
management and tighter invcn- 
toi'v controls. 
Armed forces operations drew 
particular 
criticism 
from

* group, known formally as the 
Commission on Organization of 
the Ex ecutive Branch oi Govern­ 
ment.

Russia's Agreement to Sign Austrian Treaty

IS THE OLDER WORKER EFFECTIVE* 
A great deal is being heard, w ritten and 
thought these days about the problems brought 
forward by our aging population. Because there 
has been so much said about the effectiveness of 
older workers and so few’ facts brought forward 
in support of these words, we learn of an ex­ 
trem ely interesting study made in cooperation 
with the Bureau of Business Management of the 
University of Illinois. The results are a combina­ 
tion of three different research programs. 
The first study was undertaken when a group 
of retailers raised the question of the possible 
use of older people to meet, personnel shortages 
in retail stores. The findings were so revealing 
that a second study was made on older industrial 
workers in 39 industries, and later a third study, 
covering older office and managerial workers. 
Tht*re was a great similarity in these findings 
It show’ed that the performance of older personnel 
is not greatly affected by the kind of work in 
which they are engaged. In ail. over 3,000 persons 
60 yea re of age and older were studied in 81 
organizations. 
How’ were they rated? In each case, by the 
opinion of their supervisors and it was entirely 
confidential. Contrary to the belief th at an older 
supervisor may give more favorable reports on 
older workers, it was found that the supervisors 
in each age group rated their older employes 
with rem arkable similarity. The supervisors were 
asked to compare their older workers with their 
younger ones and following is a sum m ary of their 
report. 
1. Supervisors in business and industry con­ 
sider a MAJORITY of their workers 60 years of 
age and older to be as good as, or superior to, 
average younger workers with reference to ab­ 
senteeism. dependability, judgment, work ability, 
work volume and getting along with others. 
2. Supervisors have had generally favorable 
results with new employes recruited from the 
ranks of the middle-aged. The fact that 38 per 
cent of the employes in this survey group have 
been with their present organizations less than 
ten years means that these persons must have 
been hired when past 50 years of age. 
3. Supervisors indicated by their ratings that 
organizations which require employes to retire 
at a certain age, such as 65, are losing a great 
deal of valuable productivity.
